There will be no American hand in 
their visit, which will be, we believe, an entirely Anglo-Canadian  enter- 
prise. It may very well be that these visits will. form the beginninga of 
new relations between London and the Canadian stage, No doubt many of 
the conditions hitherto have not been favorable, but they have been steadily 
improving, and will continue to improve, They promise to do se rapidly 
and greatly. There will always be the trouble of distance, and also the 
fact that Canada is a country of bure area, with many of its great cities 
widely separated from each other, But population increases fast and 
theatre-going yet faster, Writing in our columns wsome months ago, Mr. 
Kobson Black cited two notable Instances, especially as ,to the Canadian 
Weat. He said that when he was in Vancouver, six or seven years ago, he 
found that the townspeople gave only poor support to their one first-class 
theatre a night or two each week, and otherwise were content with some 


struggling stock companies. Today, with 150,000 population, fix play- 
houses do not meet fully the local demand, and a seventh, costing 50,600 
pounds, will soon be erected, Calgary is another conspicuous example of 
theatrical expansion. One second-rate theatre of six years ago has given 
way to an excellently equipped building accommodating first-class com- 
panies, The assertive theatre towns. Indeed, in the West not less than 
the Bast, this is the day of a theatrically new Canada. As Mr. Black put it, 


perhaps a little floridly, “Optimism is yampant. Towns and cities have gone 


almost delirious over suddenly found wealth in land speculation. Thous 

sands of eager spenders have been created, as it were, overnight.” In any 

case, the present conditions substantially modify the old estimaie of the 
Dominion as theatrically unproductive.

ANADA is evidently ready to do her part in promoting a direct English 

C supply. The American dependence is not at all to her liking. She 

is made a mere appanage to the American system, which is still 


conducted very much on monopolistic lines. Practically all the Canadian 
theatres of importance are in the clutches of the octopus of the New York 
booking offices. In an interview in the “Daily Telegraph,” Mr. William 
Holles says that it would be difficult to exaggerate the widespread desire 
that there is in the Dominion to be rid of this domination; by no means 
simply because of its financial oppression. According to Mr. Holles, who 
has been on a yisit to London in order to forward «a movement for a thea 
trical supply from the mother country, American managers have shown 
very little regard for what Canadians rightly consider their legitimate 
claims. “American managers have 80 many theatres of their own clamor- 
ing for attractions that ours take quite a subsidiary place in their calcula 
tions, Thus it happens that, with possibly the exception of Montreal and 
Toronto, our public is being starved so far as plays of the better class are 
concerned. . . There are thousands of people in all our cities who never 
enter a theatre from year to year on account of the character of the plays 
now commonly introduced by these managers.” in particular, says Mr 
Holles, Canadians are “tired and even resentful of the many war dramas 
which we receive from the United States, and which are anything but.com- 
plimenta ry to our national pride,” Mr. Bleck, in our columns, did not 
take altogether the view that the American supply is had.

FLEET OF AIRSHIPS TO CROSS 
ATLANTIC IN FIFTY HOURS 


er ee 


German Inventcr Now in Paris to Raise Capital for Construction 


of Ships Capable of Carrying 300 Passengers—Experts 
Say His System Is Thecretically Convincing 


Paris, Nov. 14.—The building of a 
line of airships, each capable of car- 
rying 300 passengers, as luxurious as 
the Imperaior and able to cross the 
Atlantic in fifty hours, is the extra- 
ordinary enterprise in connection with 
which efforts are now being made in 
Paris to raise capital by the inventor, 
a German, named Boerner. 

Boerner plans to build a fleet of 
aerial leviathans. His airship, which 
is based on new principles, has been 
worked out in every detail, and the 
reports of ‘French experts on his 
specifications say that his system 1s 
the most convincing ever Jnvented in 
its aduptibility for long ocean voy- 
uges. 

Will Be 800 Feet Long. 

The air cruiser is to be nearly 800 
feet long, more than 8&0 feet wide 
and nearly 100 feet high containing 
300 cabins, each with two beds. 

There will be dining and smoking 
rooms, 4 promenade deck, first class 
kitchens, electric lighting, in fact ev- 
ery comfort and convenience possible 
to obtain at an up-to-date hotel. 

The construction is to be semi- 
rigid, with a car running the entire 
length, fitted with thirty-four motors 
of 150 to 200 horse power each, so 
arranged that the ship can. be navi- 
gated in any direction without the 
employment of ballast. 

Boerner claims thet an engine | 
breakdown, or an explosion of the 
gus bags is absolutely impossible, 
Three separate bags contained in a 
tingle envelope lift the ship.
